different types of drills, presses, 
grinders, shears, cutters, cradles, 
ralls. 

{ knew there were thousands of 
hand hammers being swung; that 
hand screwdrivers, motor-driven 
screwdrivers, pliers and thousands 
of wrenches were being used 
every day in skilled and semi- 
skilled work. 

Stop by their machines and ask 
them questions:

Finland Asks Russia 
To Tell Peace Terms 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 8—(>)— 
The official Finnish radio has re- 
iterated its declaration that “Fin- 
land wants peace and is willing 
to make peace,” but still insists 
that Russia’s terms be made 


The speaker also denounced 
persons whom he described as 
“London Fascists treading in the 
footsteps of Goebbels’ propaganda 
who have spread rumors that we 
intend to Sovietize Poland” and 
added: .“It is quite true that we 
do wish to build up a democratic 
and parliamentary Poland in 
which the whole nation will have 
a say in matters of government, 
an independent and free Poland. 

“If we are to safeguard the 
nation’s security the central nu- 
cleus of authority must come into 
being which will preserve us from 
all Fascist designs. If there are 
people in London to whom free- 
dom of nation is dear—and no 
doubt there are—let them come 
out openly and _ courageously 
against all who are holding hand- 
cuffs ready for future Poland.” 

The statement by the union’s 
spokesman came after Poles in 
London viewed reconciliation with 
Russia as increasingly doubtful. 


ADVANCE POSES QUESTION 


The advance of the Red Army 
into Poland has brought the Pol- 
ish-Russian boundary question to 
a head. 

An early edition of the Sunday 
Observer said that the Soviets had 
put forward a territorial compro- 
mise plan based on a modification 
of the “Curzon line” which at- 
tempted to define Poland’s eastern 
frontier roughly along the ethno- 
graphical line following the last 


} War. 


The Russian plan probably has 
been submitted to the Polish gov- 
ernment in London, the Sunday 
Observer said, 

In addition to restoring areas 
west of the line occupied by the 
Russians in 1939,. the newspaper 
said that the Soviet government 
was ready to return fhe Grodno 
and Bialystok districts and might 
negotiate the return of Lwow. 
Wilno A Vilna) would remain in 
the Lithuanian area and Russia 
would retain other former eastern 
Poland areas, but would agree to 
extend the Polish frontiers west- 
ward into present German terri- 
tory. 

The proposal was reported to 
represent the utmost concession 
the Soviet government was pre- 
pared to make, and was said to 
have been made before Russian 
troops crossed the line into old 
Poland this week. 


Slovac Force Deserts 
To Join Red Army 


LONDON, Jan, 8.—(#)—A fully 
armed Slovak force of 2,140, sent 
into southern Russia by the Ger- 
mans, recently eluded the Nazis 
and joined the Red army, swelling 
the number of nationals of Ger- 
man-subjugated countries now 
fighting under the Hammer and 
Sickle, the Czech press bureau 
said today. 

Company commanders of the 
2lst Slovak regiment, including 
Lieutenant Karel Schovanec, who 
told the story to the press bureau’s 
Moscow correspondent, decided to 
join the Russians at the zero hour 
set by the Nazis for an attack 
against the Red army. 

Six hun@red of the Slovaks 
were killed fighting a rearguard 
action with the Nazis who pursued 
them towards the Soviet lines. 

Already fighting alongside the 
Red army was the First Independ- 
ent Czech Brigade, which won one 
of the highest army orders of the 
U. S. S. R., the Order of Suvorov, 
and only last Tuesday was recom- 
mended by Joseph Stalin for a 
new award, Order of Bogdan 
KIimelnitsky, for valiant action in 
the capture of the German strong- 
hold, Belaya Tserkov. 

Today in Moscow the Red army 
paper Red Star disclosed a Yugo- 
slav unit had been formed to fight 
with the Red army. The unit com- 
prises Yugoslavs either resident in 
the U. S. S. R., or those who have 
been forced into the German army 
and then mean by the Russians.

The square occupied by the city 
hall would be made into a park, 
with the impressive municipal 
building rising from the lawns 
and trees. 

The plot facing Mitchell street, 
between Washington and Capitol 
avenue, would be occupied, as it 
is today, by the present state of- 
fce building and the building of 
the state highway department. 

The plans are tentative today. 
The collaboration of the four 
governments will be needed to 
work out the final results. 

“The state is anxious to do its 
share,” said StateeAuditor Thrash- 
er yesterday.

“The doors were sealed for 15 
miurtutes at a time, and then they 
were opened. All who had been 
locked in were dead. 

“Five hundred men were as- 
signed to the one task of removing 
the corpses and throwing them 
into the burning pit. Five hun- 
dred Jews—mental derelicts, serv- 
ants of death, half-dead them- 
selves. There were at least 10 
suicides daily among them. 

“I was at Treblinka for four 
days, during which Jews arrived 
from Holland, France, Vienna and 
all parts of Poland only to disap- 
pear behind the fence of ‘the camp 
of death.’ 

“Escape during the day was im- 
possible, for we were under con- 
stant guard from the moment we 
were marched out at 6 a. m. until 
7 Pp, m., when we were locked in 
again. 

“We decided that we must find 
some way to remain outside the 
barracks at night. One evening, 
at 6 p. m., I tied my comrades into 
a bundle of clothing and placed 
them on the pile. One who had 
refused to escape himself, tied me 
into a bundle as I had done with 
my comrades,- and placed me on 
the hill. 

“After 6 p. m., silence settled on 
the camp. We disentangled our- 
selves, and with the pressure of 
our bodies, we dug a big pit in the 
clothes pile in order to be able to 
see without being seen, Every half 
hour, the guard passed the cloth- 
ing hill, and frequently the spot- 
light was turned dn it. We were 
able to tell the time by the change 
of the watch. 

SCREENED BY VAPORS 


“Evading the spotlight, we crept 
slowly -toward the pit, using its 
vapors, rising thicker at night than 
during the day, as a smoke-screen. 
We faced the first barbed-wire 
fence. The.soil was soft under it, 
and we dug with our hands and 
knives and finally passed through. 

“We found ourselves in a forest, 
walked straight ahead and soon 
faced another barbed-wire fence. 
As the soil here was hard, we 
could not dig, and were compelled 
to climb the barbed wire. 

“Bruised and cut, we got across. 
Soon, we faced a third barbed- 
wire barrier. We climbed this one 
too. 

“Finally, we reached Warsaw. 
I obtained the necessary ‘Aryan’ 
documents and struck out for the 
border of a neighboring country. 
I made two attempts to cross the 
border. The first attempt failed. 
After obtaining from me 2,000 
zlotas, approximately $400, the 
first group of smugglers left me 
stranded in a forest. But I tried 
again and I was finally taken 
across the frontier of the neighbor- 
ing country.” 

The independent Jewish press 
service explained in releasing the 
above account that the man’s iden- 
tity is being withheld because he 
is still in Nazi-occupied territory 
but that he is well known to the 
Jewish Zionist leaders who con- 
sider the account a completely au- 
thentic picture of Treblinka.

Details Told 


Premium rate pay for em- 
ployes under the compulsory 48- 
hour work week, scheduled to be 
ordered in the Atlanta area after 
the area labor-management com- 
mittee meets Tuesday, will need 
approval by the War Labor Board 
unless overtime pay is required by 
the wage-hour standards or a pre- 
vious work contract, regional 
WLB officials here explained, 

WLB Chairman M. T. Van 
Hecke said salaried employes 
whose work period is not based 
on a 40-hour week, but on a vary- 
ing number of hours, cannot be 


granted additional pay under the 
48-hour schedule without WLB 
approval. 

A majority of the workers in the 
Atlanta area, which includes Ful- 
ton, Cobb and DeKalb counties, 
‘vill receive up to a 30 per cent 
increase in their weekly pay as a 
result of the new minimum work 
week. However, WLB pointed out, 
workers who do not come under 
the federal wage and hour law 
may not receive more than 


straight time for the additional 
eight hours unless that particular | 
employer or company is accus- | 
tomed to paying time and half 
rates for overtime. | 

Workers coming under the fed- | 
eral wage and hour law will re- | 
ceive payment for the additional | 
eight hours’ work at the time and 
half rate. WLB approval is not 
necessary for this type of in- 
crease for workers, it was added. 

Agricultural workers will not 
come under the mandatory 48- 
hour week minimum, nor will per- 
sons under 16 years of age, thus 
they will not be entitled to addi- 
tional pay as a_ result of the 
lengthened work week, officials 
said.

From 3,500- 
foot Mount Maio, in the northern 
sector of the Fifth Army’s 10-mile 
wide offensive, Allied troops went 
on to take a 4,000-foot mountain 
south of Viticuso.

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Impact of U. S. Supplies 
To Russia Felt at Front 


(The mounting impact of American. supplies on the Russian 


war and home fronts is vividly 


described herewith by Jerome 


Davis, special crrespondent for International News Service, who 
has just completed an extensive tour of various Russian battle 


zones.) 


By JEROME DAVIS. 
MOSCOW, Jan. 8.—(INS)—AlIl Russians know that large 
quantities of American supplies have been sent to the Soviet 
Union, Practically all soldiers have been given these products 


and they value them highly. 

In my travels, thus far, I have) 
not found a single soldier, who 
did not gratefully acknowledge 
that he had used our goods. Pe- 
shenko, the first village I visited 
near Stalingrad, had received large 
quantities of food and clothing’ 
from the United States. They 
wanted me to thank the President | 
for them, 

Today, I asked a middle-aged 
woman whether she had received 
any American lend lease goods. 
She replied: “I certainly have. I 
have given blood transfusions nine 
times. Each time I have received 
American food, butter, canned) 
milk and meat. 

“It is impossible for me to ex-. 
press in words what I think of the 
generosity of the American people 
in helping Russia in every way. I 
wish you would tell your people 
this is what we all think.” 

MRS. KONOVALEVSKY 
The woman’s name is Konova- 


levsky. 

No one can visit the battlefront 
without seeing American machines 
and supplies in use. American au- 
tomobiles are everywhere in ev)- 
dence: in fact. I traveled more in 
American cars than in Russian 
ones. 

Since the war began, 175,000 | 
American trucks and automobiles | 
have been sent to Russia, in addi- 
tion to 3,500 tanks. 

While personally visiting the) 
battlefront zones, I have _ seen| 
American tanks and submachine- 
guns in action and have shared) 
American food products. The Rus- | 
sians tell me they also are using | 
many American-made field tele- | 
phones in war service. They have 
received about 225.000 telephones 
and 750.000 miles of wire. 

I have never set foot on a Soviet 


airport without seeing American 
airplanes. This is not strange con- 
sidering that more than _ 7,000) 
planes have been shipped to Rus- 
sia from the United States. 

In a building at Kharkov, where 
a trial of German war criminals 
recently took place, I noticed can- 
dies in the corridors bérning from 
empty American pork-and-beans 
cans. | 

On the railroad coming back, at) 
every station Red army soldiers | 
rushed for the hot-water fawcet| 
and filled large empty American 
cans which had been converted 
into tin cups with handles. At one | 
station, we received in our com- 
partment a badly wounded Rus- | 
sian colonel. All his tinned food | 
was from the United States.

If you ask a Russian soldier or 
a civilian about American sup- 
plies, he or she will immediately 
begin to thank the United States. 
If, however, you press him to tell 
what he thinks of some kinds of 
goods, he will in certain cases ad- 
mit that he likes his ‘own Russian 
product better. 

For example, he is deeply ap- 
preciative of American cane sugar. 
But it is not as sweet, nor, in his 
eyes, as good as Russian beet 
Sugar. Canned meat is excellent, 
but often most of the fat has been 
removed. The Russian likes fat. 
He believes its absence lessens 
the food value of the meat. Rus- 
sians make jokes about Spam, just 
as Americans do, but value it 
greatly. All think highly of 
American lard. 

Our automobiles are praised, 


but it is said that some types do 


not stand up under Russian road 
conditions, 

This is “no reflection on 
American manufacturers, = rath- 
er on the condition of the Russian 
roads, Mud, stones, ice and 
snow are too much for some of 
the makes. 

Victor Dudnichenko, crack Rus- 
sian fighter pilot, told me how 
grateful the air force is for Ameri- 
can planes. 

PROVED INVALUABLE 

He declared they had proved 
invaluable at the front. When I 
asked what criticism he had, he 
said that the American Kitty- 
Hawk was somewhat less maneu- 
verable than the Russian Yak 
plane, Generally, American planes 
don’t have as good a landing gear 
for this terrain as the Russians, 
and therefore can't come down 
as easily on rough ground, he 


the 


pointed out. 


Of course, the soldiers like fresh 
better than our 
margarine, but think the latter is 
an excellent substitute. 

Any criticism of the products 
are minor. As Vice Chairman 
Mikoyan, of the council of the 
peoples commissars, said, the en- 
tire Russian nation is everlasting- 
ly grateful for these goods. 

The romance and adventure of 
getting these supplies from Amer- 


| ica will probably not be told fully 


until after the war. It is an amaz- 
ing saga of goods sent across twen- 
ty thousand miles of ocean, des- 
erts, mountains and _ trackless 
plains. It involved the building of 
railroads, the sinking of subma- 
rines and the construction of high- 
ways. 

The quantities of supplies sent 
is almost unbelivable, unless one 
has seen them rolling. In October, 
the 25,000th General Motors truck 
passed through Iran for delivery 
to Russia. Besides this car, there 
are the White Motors, Dodge, 
Willys, Studebaker and others. In 


fact, Studebaker is next to GMC 


in quantity. 
BIG SUPPLY LINE 
The Persian gulf is the big sup- 


ply line for food, airplanes, ammu- 
nition, tanks, 


guns, motors, ma- 
chine tools and parts, as well as 
Airplanes are assem- 
bled and flown to air depots, 

Last spring and summer, tanks 
were being rushed to the front.

Kills Engineer @ : 


An engineer was killed and six 
train crewmen and .22_ soldiers 
slightly injured early yesterday 
when a northbound Seaboard Air 
Line freight train collided headon 
with a troop train carrying two 
cars of military prisoners near the 
Emory University station, a few 
miles out of Atlanta. 

W. D. Botts, about 42, engineer 
of the freight, was instantly killed 
when pinned in his cab by the 
buckling of the engines, His body 
remained in an erect position in 
plain view of hundreds for more 
than two hours while workmen 
used acetylene torches to re- 
lease it. 


A "MISUNDERSTANDING” 


Officials of the railway ascribed 
the wreck to “misunderstanding 
of orders,” while I, H. Ferguson, 
conductor of the freight, knocked 
unconscious in the caboose, said, 
“IT just had one set of orders and 
the other man had another.” 

Crewmen injured in the wreck 
were Conductor J. D. Nance, Flag- 
man Earl Bowden and Fireman 
Jim Belcher, Negro, of the troop 
train, and Conductor Ferguson, 
Engineer B. F. Shaw and Brake- 
man E. M. Bailey, of the freight, 
all of Abbeville, S. C. 

The soldiers, none of ‘whom was 
serfdusly hurt, remained uniden- 
tified pending notification of rel- 
atives by the Army. 


USE MACHINEGUNS 

The two locomotives and three 
freight cars were derailed in the 
collision which wronched the 
heavy steel of the forward part of 
the engines out of shape, and 
splintered a fruit car of the freight 
against a clay bank a few hun- 
dred yards north of the station. 

Crews were busy clearing the 
tracks at an early hour yesterday. 
Traffic was not blocked, as the 
collision was on one of two par- 
allel sets of tracks. 

Witnesses who arrived at the 
scene immediately following the 
accident said military police set 
up patrols after first establishing 
a machinegun post around the 
cars carrying the prisoners. The

busy. 

The late John J. Eagan, well- 
known Atlanta businessman, put 
in a, telephone call on a hot sum- 
mer night in 1922 that set ma- 
chinery in motion for the clinic 
which insures the health of hun- 
dreds of babies annually and has 
literally kept the church going. 

“We owe much more to the ba- 
bies than they owe to us,” Mrs. 
Eagan, chairman of the clinic 
board, said yesterday. “Interest 
in the babies has kept this church 
here when most of the othe 
churches that used to be in this 
neighborhood _ started moving 
away.” 

COOS AND GURGLES 

As Mrs. Eagan talked a caco- 
phony of wails and infant coos 
and gurgles arose from the church 
Sunday school and prayer meeting 
room. The general clinic was in 
progress and several hundred 
mothers waited with young pa- 
tients, some of them new-born in- 
fants, some of them as old as six 
or 12 years, “to see the doctor.” 
In the sunny classrooms ranged 
in semi-circle about the little audi- 
torium, several doctors thumped

In an adjoining room 
a group of busy women members 
of the church took temperatures 
and weighed children. 


The clinic is open to all creeds 
and to any child whose parents 
cannot afford to pay a doctor. Mrs. 
R, A. Nolan, a Red Cross nurse in 
World War I, is director of the 
clinic and its only salaried worker. 
She officiates at four clinics week- 
ly. In addition, she follows up the 
clinic visits with calls on the pa- 
tients at home, taking medicine, 
special foods, drugs and even 
clothing where they are needed. 


Sixty women members of the 
church work in the clinic, assisting 
the doctors who contribute their 
time, doing clerical work and 
keeping records. Other groups 
make clothing and layettes to be 
aha to particularly needy fami- 
ies. 


HOSPITAL LENDS HAND 


Where hospitalization or surgery 
is needed Henrietta Egleston Hos: 
pital for Children lends a hand. In 
fact, the hospital and clinic are so 
closely associated out at Egleston 
they call the Central Presbyterian 
church group “our outdoor clinic.” 

Dr. Ben R. Lacy was pastor of 
the church when the clinic was 
founded and Dr. R. G. McAliley 
was in charge of the clinic. Today, 
Dr. T. F. Davenport heads the 
medical staff and Dr. Stuart G. 
Oglesby is pastor of the church, 


“When the clinic first opened,” 
Mrs. Eagan recalled with a twin- 
kle in her eye, “some of us went 
out into the neighborhood and beg- 
ged the mothers to bring their ba- 
bies in to see the doctor. They 
were suspicious and didn’t care 
much about starting something 
new and we were terribly afraid 
we wouldn’t have anybody for the 
doctors to see. Now our problem 
is exactly the opposite. We have 
so many patients we have been 
considering limiting the number to 
50 a day.” 

After a child once starts in the 
clinic he may continue to receive 
its benefits until he is 12 years old 
—unless his parents get in a posi- 
tion to pay a physician. 

“The only entrance fee is a sick 
baby,” pointed out Mrs. John E. 
Morrison, clinic secretary and 
treasurer. .

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Jan. 
§8.— (#) — The Brazilian govern- 
ment news service Agencia Na- 
cional announced from Recife to- 
day that combined units of the 
Brazilian and United States fleets 
sank a German surface blockade 
runner in the south Atlantic re- 
cently. 

The news agency, quoting Cap-

Captain Blaine told. the press 
conference at which the announce- 
ment was made that the German 
vessel was sunk after an engage- 
ment in which warships and 
planes of both the United States 
and Brazil took part, the news 
agency said, 

The American officer was quot- 
ed as adding that the enemy ves- 
sel was of the same type recently 
sunk by British forces in the Bay 
of Biscay while attempting to 
reach port with war supplies. He 
added that survivors had been im- 
prisoned in northern Brazil. 

The. dispatch gave no date for 
the sinking and did not give the 
location of the engagement or the 
number of ships and planes in- 
volved.

FDR Offers 
New Rail Deal 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt announced to- 
day the railway conductors, fire- 
men and switchmen may have the 
same terms he awarded to the 
trainmen and engineers, without 
loss of a penny, provided only that 
their strike.order is canceled and 
not merely postponed. 

The terms of the award are five 
cents an hour and a week’s paid 
vacation per year, effective as of 
December 27, 1943. (They pre- 
viously had been awarded a sepa- 
rate four-cents-an-hour raise 
which would stand also.) 

Chiefs of the three operating 
unions were not available for 
comment immediately. A subcom- 
mittee of their general chairmen 
is writing a report which may be 
made available tomorrow. 

It is understood that the three 
unions do not expect to get more 
than was given to the other two, 
but as far as could be learned 
they have received no such offer 
directly. 

The President’s views today. 
were stated in a letter to the War 
Department. Similar letters have 
been written by the carriers and 
chiefs of the two unions who al- 
ready are receiving the benefits 
of the President’s award, but the 
firemen, conductors and switch- 
men say none of these letters has 
been addressed to them directly. 

One official remarked that ap- 
parently they were expected to 
approach the government “with 
hat in hand, head bowed low, and 
knee bent.”

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Gallup Poll Reveals: 


Anti-Nazi Democracies Desire 
Control, Not Ruin, of Germany 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 
Director, American Jnetitute of Public 


Opinion. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 8.— 
For the first time in history a si- 
multaneous measuring of public 
opinon in four democracies—the 
United States, Britain, Canada and 
Australia—has been conducted on 
an issue of international impor- 
tance. 

This poll, heralding others to 
follow from time to time, deals 
with the opinions of the people in 
the four democracies on one of the 
vital problems of the postwar 
world: what to do with Germany 
after the defeat of Hitler. 

It was conducted by four poll 
organizations joined together to 
provide an international public 
opinion news service—the Ameri- 
can Institute of Public Opinion, 
the British Institute of Public 
Opinon, the Canadian Institute of 
Public Opinion, and Australian 
Public Opinion Polls. 

Selecting a true cross-section of 
the population in each of their re- 
spective countries, the four organi- 
zations put this issue before the 
people: 

“What do you think we should 
do with Germany, as a country, 
after the war?” 

AGAINST ANNIHILATION 


The results indicate that the 
dominant pull of public opinion 
today in the four countries is to- 
ward supervision, disarmament 
and rehabilitation of Germany, 
rather than her destruction as a 
poltical entity. The idea of divid- 
ing the Reich into small states, or 
of parceling out her home terri- 
tory to surrounding nations, has 
the support of only about one- 
third of the people, with those 
who have suffered most at the 
hands of the Nazis being most in 
favor of drastic measures. 

In short, the results give the 
lie to Nazi propagandists in their 
campaign to persuade the German 
people that the democracies are 
out to annihilate them. 

THREE MAIN GROUPS 

Opinions on the handling of 


Germany fall into three main clas- 
sifications. 

The largest group polled in all 
countries favor keeping Germany 
under some form of supervision or 
control, without destroying her. 
These people favor supervision 
through an international police 
force or some other Allied co-op- 
erative agency; complete disarma- 
ment of Germany; changing her 
form of government, or similar 
restrictive measures. 

The next largest group, vary- 
ing in size from 11 per cent to 35 
per cent in the four countries, is 
made up of those who are con- 
vinced that Germany will never 
curb her warlike instincts and 
that therefore she must be com- 
pletely and permanently destroy- 
ed as a political entity in Europe. 
Most of the people in this cate 
gory favor dividing Germany into 
small independent states. 

The third main group takes the 
position that Germany must be re- 
habilitated. Many of these are 
willing to accept some form of tem- 
porary supervision over the Reich, 
but they believe that best results 
will come im the long run from a 
policy of helping Germany to re- 
habilitate herself, of encouraging 
other nations to trade with her, of 
fostering mavements within the 
Reich to re-educate the Germans 
against war. 

THE VOTE 

The vote of the four democra- 
cies is shown on a comparable 
basis as follows: 

For supervision and control: U. 
S., 44 per cent; Britain, 43 per 
cent; Canada, 40 per cent; Aus- 
tralia, 59 per cent. 

Destroy her as an entity and di- 
vide into small states: U. S., 21 
per cent; Britain, 31 per cent; Can- 
ada, 35 per cent; Australia, 11 per 
cent. 

Rehabilitate: U. S., 17 per cent; 
Britain, 10 per cent; Canada, 12 
per cent; Australia, 9 per cent. 

Miscellaneous and no opinion: 
U. S., 18 per cent; Britain, 16 per 
cent; Canada, 13 per cent; Aus- 
tralia, 21 per cent.

The battle cry will be: Let's all 
back the attack and the purposes 
are to enlist the support of the 
American people in paying for the 
war, shortening the titanic strug- 
gle, saving the lives of our boys, 
curbing inflation, and _ insuring 
postwar security for all. 

A definite quota has been as 
signed to each of Georgia’s 159 
counties and this in turn will be 
broken down into community al- 
lotments. The state goal has been 
divided as follows: $37,000,000 to 
be’ bought in E bonds; $8,000,000 
in F and G bonds; $25,000,000 in 
other securities, making a total of 
$70,000,000 to be purchased by in- 
dividual Georgians. Corporations 
aré expected to buy the remaining 
$59,000,000.

To judge from what one Hears everywhere in the country, 
organized labor is neither being wisely nor shrewdly led. 
One gains the conviction that it is losing the sympathy of 
every other element of the nation’s population. This is 
strange in view of the fact thatthe record of what happened 
to organized labor immediately following the last war is 
available as a warning. By its actions during and imme- 
diately after that war, organized labor lost many of the things 


which it had gained. 

Not long ago, one of the fairest 
of commentators wrote a column 
of warning based upon his person- 
al experieince With one of the in- 
excusable “jurisdictional” strikes 
which held up production of war 
materials for 24 hours in a large 
factory. Now one day's strike in 
a large factory can hold up a lot 
of production, and there has not 
been a single day for the last few 
months when several such strikes 
have not heen in progress in scat- 
tered parts af the country. If the 
much-publicized efforts of union 
leaders to end these petty strikes 
are sincere then only one of two 
deductions can .be made-—either 
that labor is not really organized 
or that it is not subject to re- 
sponsible leadership. 


LABOR BLUSTERING

The national quota set for this campaign is 14 billion dollars. 

Of this quota, more than one-third, $5,500,000,000, is for 
individual purchases.

Institutional sales will be 
included after that date. 

The individual sales quota is the largest yet attempted. That 
means all of us will have to search all the idle dollars we possess 
and, during the campaign period, put them into extra War Bonds.

The OCD 


The present status of the organization known as the Office 
of Civilian Defense offers one of the finest examples of the man- 
ner in which public spirited citizens can render service even 
though the immediate reason for their being has, in the course 
of time, passed almost entirely away. | 

Created in the early days of the war when we had no means 
of knowing when or if the enemy might succeed in sending 
bomber planes against our own land, the OCD was first con- 
cerned only with the ways to prepare for possible bomber attack 
upon civilian communities. Lacking entirely experience in such 
a responsibility, with nothing save the experience of other coun- 
tries in far different position to guide, the OCD gradually made 
itself into an efficient, volunteer organization and trained its 
personnel, all over the country, in all those multifarious duties 
which would be needed if the bombers ever arrived. 

Now the danger of enemy bombers ever reaching our shores 
is practically a thing of the past. The war has entered a new 
phase. We are no longer on the defensive, but have seized the 
offensive initiative in all theaters of combat. 

But the OCD has carried on, adapting itself to the changing 
circumstances. In many new ways its personnel, has served 
magnificently and will continue to do So.

It is to be hoped the OCD will continue, even in the days when 
our human enemies are crushed entirely. Even though changing 
in objective, there will always be need for the servics it can render.

Milk Shortage Resolution 

While there might well have been justification for questioning 
the validity of resolution urging a legislative investigation into 
the Georgia milk situation—on the basis that it was a subject 
not included in the original call for the session—Governor Arnall, 
Speaker Roy Harris, and Senate President Frank Gross are to be 
congratulated upon their acceptance of the matter.

These 
men have sent their sons to war, have watched its progress as men 
only watch affairs which do not involve their sons, have suffered 
new ideas to filter ... into their minds and garden there to crystal- 
line clearness, and they have been ennobled by the suffering which 
they have undergone. It is they who have filled the voting boxes. 
... Secure of their support, Mr. Lincoln can afford to disregard the 
clamor of ¢ity mobs and the apprehensions of the mercantile 
class... .” 

Now they are saying that the freeholders in many sections have 
expressed hostility and await a new candidate. They are tired of 
Roosevelt. And they may be. But—

School Emergency 

Editor, Constitution: We readily 
admit that our schools are the 
foundation of democracy, the 
training ground for its future citi- 
zens. But the way it looks now 
we face a possibility of a serious 
breakdown in public education. In 
the U. S. A. there are already 
10,000 closed schools. There are 
13,000 classrooms without teach- 
ers. There is overcrowding and 
curtailed programs that have 
wiped out 30,000 classes. Our 
teacher shortage is so acute that 
in 1942-43 we issued 37,000 emer- 
gency certificates to people who 
would ordinarily be considered un- 
qualified to teach, even with the 
extremely low requirements in 
some states. 

The teacher problem is definit- 
ly one of the most acute. There 
has been a mass exodus of teach- 
ers into non-teaching positions. 
And can we wonder? In 1942-43 
there were 360,000 teachers who 
received less than $1,200 per year. 
There were 66,000 who received 
less than $600. The greatest num- 
ber of poorly paid teachers were 
in the south. 

Wartime living costs have made 
it impossible for many teachers 
to live on the old salary scale. 
Multitudes of opportunities have 
offered better salaries. As is to 
be expected, the most acute teach- 
er shortage is in the rural areas 
where salaries and living stand- 
ards are lowest. There are many 
teachers in Hall county and all 
over Georgia who receive as low 
as $70 per month, There are high 
school students in Hall county who 
work one shift at the mill and go 
to school one shift and make more 
wages than the teachers who teach 
them in their high school classes! 

Now I ask, isn’t that a ridicu- 
lous state of affairs? When a 
nation, a state—a’ country—thinks 
so little of the education of its 
youth that it’s possible for such 
a thing to be true, no wonder 
teachers have gone to other jobs 
by the thousands! No wonder 
there are vacancies everywhere 
that can’t be filled! How can 
youth have any respect for the 
teaching profession? They know 
they can make more working. a 
shift at the mill than the teach- 
ers who have spent years of time 
and much expense preparing them- 
selves. 

The only immediate remedy 
lies in federal aid to education. 
The Thomas-Hill bill, defeated in 
last congress, provided $200,000,- 
000 for increase in salaries b 
which every state would have ben- 
efited. It provided $100,000,000 to 
reduce existing inequalities in edu- 
cational opportunities. Each state 
would haverreceived this money in 
accordance to their needs. The bill 
was supported by the National 
Education Association, the Geor- 
gia Education Association, Na- 
tional Parent-Teacher Association, 
and many other agencies. 

Undoubtedly that bill would 
have passed, but Senator Langer, 
of North Dakota, put on an amend- 
ment which would have discrim. 
inated against states of the south. 
[That caused southern senators to 
vote against it. 

However, a companion measure, 
introduced by our Georgia con- 
gressman and known as the Ram- 
speck bill (HR 2849), is now under 
consideration by the House Com- 
mittee on Education. Everyone 
who is interested, in public edu- 
cation should support this bill. 
Chairman of the committee is Rep- 
resentative Barden, of North Caro- 
lina, Letters from the people ask- 
ing that the bill be reported out 
of committee would be helpful. 

This is serious, more than we 
may realize. The whole matter of 
wartime public education is in- 
volved, The least we can do is 
let our congressmen know we 
want our schools saved, we want 
adequate teachers for our children, 
we want education to continue to 
be a potent factor in winning the 
victory and building an enduring 
peace!

The vast majority of American 
soldiers and seamen have this 
holiday season experienced their 
first celebrations on foreign soil. 
Perhaps a brief report of Christ- 
mas Day in Karachi, India, will 
be of interest. It is from Sergeant 
George T. Gray, of Joliet, I1l., now 
with this air transport base half a 
world away. 


“Christmas of 1943 has now, 
‘poor people, 
their own lifetime, shall see their 


come and gone,” he writes, in a 
letter which took only five days 
to reach Atlanta, via air, from 
India, “and it was quite an ex- 
perience for me. Fairly early on 
Christmas Eve a group of us irom 
the air base went into town for a 
brief turn of the bars, to make 
cheer, and endeavor to recapture 
memories of past Christmases 
back home. The streets were 
crowded with a never-ending 
stream of elegantly dressed orien- 
tals, highly turbaned heads wrap- 
ped in silver and gold lame and 
bright brocades, here and there a 
tasseled fez, lavishly-gowned 
women, their emeralds, diamonds 
and rubies glittering in the Indian 
dusklight. 

“We ended up in a fairly nice 
Chinese restaurant. The place was 
brightly decorated in that well- 
known type of fringed, or accor- 
dion pleated, red and green crepe 
paper. The Chinese use it, appar- 
ently, to decorate for every fes- 
tive occasion. The food was ex- 
ceptionally good—and steak at 
that—with many oriental trim- 
mings. The music was a bit weird, 
but we have become accustomed 
to that style of entertainment now- 
adays, and shall perhaps miss it on 
our return to the States. A Malay- 
an girl danced a very sensuous se- 
ries of numbers, her costume, for 
all its glitter. apparently afire 
under the spotlight. 

CHAPEL LIGHTED 
WITH CANDLES 

“Friends in a Hispano had 
promised to pick us up at a cer- 
tain hour, so we waited rather 
impatiently, until we decided they 
had forgotten us, or lost the ad- 
dress. We bolted out the door; 
five of us hailed a grocer’s truck 
still half filled with edibles, while 
I had the dubious honor of hang- 
ing on to the rear of a motorcycle 
which raced loudly and precari- 
ously through the chilly Indian 
darkness. 

“On arrival at the church for 
midnight services, we found the 
chapel a beautiful affair, myriad 
candles burning in each topaz win- 
dow casting salemn = shadows 
though the evergreen boughs and 
upon the cream-colored walls and 
brown half-timbered ceiling. The 
altar was banked with a few sal- 
mon-colored poinsettias. 1 say a 
few, because they are rather 
scarcs out here in India, not like 
our tropic American states which 
boast hedges of them growing out- 
doors! They are a pale, or salmon 
color out here, not scarlet, as at 
home during Christmas time. But 
they served the purpose as well. 
The choir sang exceptionally well, 
and the brief sermon was most fit- 
ting to the occasion. 

“Via various and strange con- 
traptions we soldiers managed to 
get rides back to the outlying base. 
We woke early next morning, for 
one of the boys had gone out into 
the country to get a tree for our 
company, and we had to decorate 
it. At noon we were to entertain 
n large group of Polish refugees 
at a Christmas dinner, so our en- 
tire company was rather excited 
over this small bit of Christmas

this, after seeing the beautiful 
smiles on the faces of these half- 
starved Polish children and their 
dark-eyed parents thanking us 
copiously, even with tears in their 
eyes, assuring us of their grati- 
tude in passionate, booming Polish 
voices, It is reassuring to know 
that at least we Americans have a 


safe homeland to return to after 


the .war is over, whereas these 
perhaps never in 


native homes nor their country re- 
stored, 

We bought many gifts from the 
nearby town for them, and deco- 
rated the tree with makeshift ma- 
terials—not tinsel nor shining bau- 
bles such as we have back home— 
but I’m happy to say, it looked 
just as merry.

“Only a very few of us have re- 
ceived any packages from the 
States. Perhaps some of the ships 
bringing them have met up with 
the dark hands of fate; doubtless 
some will get through at a later 
date. That didn’t matter, though— 
these carols coming over the vast 
mountainous reaches, and through 
the darkness of a continent; and 
these tragic, yet appreciative Po- 
lish eyes set back deep in war- 
haunted faces .will make this 
Christmas unforgettable for all of 
us. Somehow, it renewed our 
faith, kindled more strongly our 
determination to rid the entire 
world, once and for all time, of the 
forces of evil which can break hu- 
manity’s heart, and make any peo- 
ples homeless. . i “

Soviet Sees Japan 
Must Be Defeated 


WASHINGTON—The issue as 
to when and under what condi- 
tions Russia will join in the war 
against Japan may or may not 
have been settled at Teheran, but 
there are definite evidence that 
postwar plans were discussed at 
that meeting—plans which can be 
consummated only after Japan is 
beaten. 

The current issue of the author- 
itative Army and Navy Journal, 
for example, asserts flatly that 
“all leaders” who participated in 
the conferences at Teheran and 
Cairo agreed that the United 
States shall take over Japan’s 
mandated islands in the Pacific. 

The discussions, this article 
said, covered “whether these 
bases will be independently or 
jointly owned, whether a national 
base shall be available to the 
forces of Allied Nations, and how 
payment shall be made for use. 
There was no doubt that China 
weuld be willing to permit the 
United States to establish a base 
on Formosa, but she would not 
be disposed to make a similar 
grant to Russia or Britain. “All 
leaders were agreed that the 
United States should acquire the 
Japanese mandated islands.” 

SEE JAPAN’S DEFEAT 


Coincidentally, the official So- 
viet publication, War and the 
Working Class, virtually predicts 
Japan’s defeat. 

“The facts show,” It asserts, 
“that the temporary advantages of 
Japan are a thing of the past. 
Japan has lost its strategic initia- 
tive. Now she has to remember 
the old eastern proverb, ‘He who 
mounts the tiger cannot easily 
dismount.’ ” 

Further, this article declares 
that Japan’s attempted aggressions 
are “closely connected with the 
actions of the chief and most dan- 
gerous aggressor, Hitlerite Ger- 
many,” and “there is no doubt 
that Hitlerite Germany is not very 
pleased with its Far Eastern ally.” 

At the same time Chinese offi- 
clal propaganda, which heretoforé 
has been distinctly skeptical as to 
Russia’s intentions, takes a new 


tact. Dr. Sun Fo, president of the 
legislative Yuan, declared in a 
New Year’s message that “we be- 
lieve that when the time comes 
our ally, the Soviet Union, will 


turn her forces to the east and 
participate in the war against 
Japan,” 


More significant than any of 
these utterances may be the as- 
surance from persons returning 
from Teheran that Marshal Stalin 
in all of his attitudes was ob- 
sessed with the idea of getting 
the wars over with as quickly as 
possible. His all-pervading pas- 
sion, it is asserted, was to get back 
to the job of economic develop- 
ment of his country under condi- 
tions of security that will insure 
aganst cataclysmic war interrup- 
tions. 


FORMOSA FATE? 


The most interesting specula- 
tion in all this, perhaps, is that 
the United States may take over 
Formosa, literally at Japan’s 
westerly door. A logical accom- 
paniment of this would be for 
Russia to take back the Kwan- 
tung southerly tip of Manchuria, 
and Britain her Far Eastern bas- 
tion at Singapore. The effect of 
this arrangement would be to 
surround Japan with a four-power 
ring of steel. 


Only 90 miles away from the 
coast line of China’s rich Fukien 
province, Formosa was seized by 
Japan in 1895 for the obvious 
purposes of holding China down 
and countering British and Rus- 
sian power, already established at 
Hongkong and Port Arthur. By 
taking over Formosa now the 
United States would be installed 
as a powerful umpire in the very 
center of this quadrangle of na- 
tional interests. 


That Russia may take back 
Port Arthur (Darien) on the 
Kwantung peninsula is suggested 
by Dr. Sun Fo’s statement that 
Russia has no territorial ambitions 
beyond “recovering lost territo- 
ries.”” Manchuria was a vital point 
of Russian interest throughout the 
19th century, based principall¢? 
upon her desire for a warm-water 
port in the Far East.

A number of further observa- 
tions may be made concerning the 
statement regarding strikes sup- 
posedly made by General Mar- 
shall. 

First, General Marshall’s state- 
ment was not made for publica- 
tion. If he had wished to make a 
public statement on a matter so 
touchy, he would no doubt have 
written it and requested to be 
quoted exactly. Since a version 
was reported in the press, I have 
talked with two participants in 
the conference who gave a quite 
different account of what he said. 
This lack of respect for his wishes 
may eventually force him to make 
a public statement where he did 
not wish to do so. 

Mr. Rickenbacker has not im- 
proved the situation by following 
up the incident with the sugges- 
tion that “General Marshall is the 
type of man who should be the 
next President of the United 
States,” thereby introducing poli- 
tics into the picture with a thrust 
at the President and commander 
in chief. 

General Marshall must have 
good reasons not to wish to open 
a raucous debate. 

ARMY ANGRY 

Among our troops anger, and 
even fury at the behavior of the 
civilian populatien .is spreading. 
The effect which the strike threats 
and many other things might have 
on Axis strategy is negligible com- 
pared to the direct. effect they 
have on the morale of our own 
troops who are shortly to be put 
to. a gigantic test. 

And that the American Army 
at this moment should have to use 
the energies of its members to ad- 
minister the railroads as well as 
plan a great invasion is scandal- 
ous. 

What is going on in the minds 
of our soldiers will bear directly 
on their behavior in the war, and 
it will also influence their politi- 
cal behavior when they get home. 
Many of them are very young and 
the war has been the decisive ex- 
perience in their lives, forming 
their whole attitude toward Amer- 
ican society. Physicians tending 
wounded soldiers tell me _ that 
reading the papers they are be- 
coming bitterly anti-labor, even 
denouncing their own laboring fa- 
thers. At the same time, in such 
hospitals as those at Atlantic City 
and Miami, they are outraged by 
the display of luxury amongst va- 
cationers and infuriated by the 
war profiteering. 

The inevitable result of such 
revulsion must be a drift toward 
stern leadership even of a dicta- 
torial nature. 

PROHIBITION 

Nothing is being helped either 
by a renewal of the prohibition 
campaign, by the same kind of 
bigotted minority who organized 
the movement last time while mil- 
lions of American men were still 
mobilized. 

Then, however, prohibition 
could be described as “an experi- 
ment noble in purpose.” Today 


‘the very word describes the Era 


of Crime. And it is a fighting 
word for American troops, to 
whom the blue-noses attempting 
to protect their “morals,” are 
school marms reducing to the 
status of childhood youths whom 
Guadalcanal, the Aleutians, North 
Africa and Salerno have prema- 
turely made into men.

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‘Trench Foot’ Pesters 
Both Sides in Italy 


AT THE FRONT LINES IN ITALY—(By Wire- § @ 
less)—You’ve heard of trench mouth and athlete’s ¥ 
foot, but now another occupational disease of war- 
fare has sprung up on both sides here in the Italian 
war. It is called “trench foot.” The Germans as well as the Americans 
have it. It was well known in the last war. 

Trench foot comes from a man’s feet being wet and cold for long 
periods and from his not taking off his shoes often enough. In the 
mountains the soldiers sometimes go for two weeks and longer with- 
out ever having their shoes off and without ever being dry. 


With trench foot the tissues 
gradually seem to go dead, and 
sores break out. It is almost the 
same as the circulation being stop- 
ped and the flesh dying. In ex- 
treme cases gangrene occurs. We 
have had cases where amputation 
was necessary. And in other 
cases the soldier won’t be able to 
walk again for six months. 

In a way, it is much like. frost- 
bite, and as in frostbite, it is the 
wrong thing to put your feet in 
hot water when you get an oppor- 
tunity. 

Sometimes they’ve let their 
trench foot go so long without 
complaining that they have final- 
ly been unable to walk and have 
had to be taken down the moun- 
tain in litters. 

Others get down under their 
own power, agonizingly. Recently 
one boy was a day and a half get- 
ting down the mountain on what 
would normally be a two-hour de- 
scent. He arrived at the bottom 
barefooted, carrying his shoes in 
his hand, and with his feet bleed- 
ing. He’wasin a sort of daze 
from. the pain. 

One battalion has been experi- 
menting by having its soldiers 
wrap part of a cellophane gas cap 
around their feet, between their 
socks and their shoes, in order to 
keep their feet dry. The battalion 
surgeon doesn’t know yet whether 
the experiment will work, because 
right in the middle of it we had 
a week of dry weather. 


The fighting on the mountain- 
top sometimes almost reaches the 
caveman stage. The American and 
Germans are frequently so close 
that they actually throw rocks at 
each other. 


They use up many times as 


exercise unusual discipline in the 
forthcoming election campaign it 
will be made to order for our ene- 
mies.

many hand grenadés as we have 
had in any other phase of the 
Mediterranean war. And you have 
to be pretty close when you throw 
hand grenades. 


Rocks play a big part in the 
mountain war. You hide behind 
rocks, you throw rocks, you sleep 
in rock crevices, and you even 
get killed by flying rocks. 

When an artillery shell bursts 
on a loose rock surface, rock frag- 
ments are thrown for many yards. 
In one battalion 15 per cent of the 
casualties are from flying rocks. 

Also, now and then an artillery 
burst from a steep hillside will 
loosen big boulders which go leap 
ing and bounding down the moun- 
tainside for thousands of yards. 
The boys say such a rock sounds 
like a windstorm coming down the 
mountainside. 

When soldiers come down the 
mountain out of battle they are 
dirty, grimy, unshaven and weary. 
They look 10 years older than 
they are. They don’t smile much. 

But the human body and mind 
recover rapidly. A couple of days 
down below and they begin to 
pick up. It’s funny to see a bunch 
of combat soldiers after they've 
shaved and washed up. As one 
said: “We all look sick after we've 
cleaned up, we're so white.” 

It’s funny to hear them talk. 
One night in our cowshed I heard 
one of them say how he was goO- 
ing to keep his son out of the next 
war. 

“As soon as I get home I'm go- 
ing to put 10-pound weights in 
his hands and make him jump off 
the garage roof, to break down 
his arches,” he Said. “I’m going to 
feed him a little ground glass to 
give him a bad stomach, and I'm 
going to make him read by can- 
dlelight all the time to ruin his 
eyes. When I get through with 
him he’ll be a double-4 double-F.” 

Another favorite expression of 
soldiers just out of combat runs 
like this: 

“Well, let’s go down to Naples 
and start a second draft.” Mean- 
ing let’s conscript all the clerks, 
drivers, waiters, M. P.’s, office 
workers and so on that flood any 
big city near a fighting area, and 
send them up in the mountains to * 
fight. 

The funny thing is they wouldn't 
have to draft many soldiers down 
there. A simple call for volun- 
teers would be enough, I really 
believe. One of the doxes of 
war is that those in the rear want 
to get up into the fight, while 
those in the lines want to get out.

Dogs of Dixie 
By RUTH STANTON COGILL. 


That dogs hold a deep and se- 
cure spot in the heart of America 
is proved by a‘few staggering fig- 
ures. The Suzie Q’s, Fidos and 
Rovers of dogdom have an annual 
expenditure that runs in the neigh- 
borhood of $73,000,000. America’s 
pooches nibble away at about $65,- 
000,000 worth of food yearly and 
this doesn’t include the many ra- 
tioned tidbits that owners forego 
in order to help Fido forget that 
we're fighting a war. Remedies, 
etc., account for $5,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 is spent for canine ac- 
cessories such as collars, leads, 
blankets and toys, In addition to 
these regular expenditures, there 
are 2,000 small animal or dog hos- 
pitals in the country representing 
an investment of $20,000,000 or an 
average of $10,000 each. It’s not 
so bad to be a dog in America. 


And speaking of dogs in Amer- 
ica, did you know a fairly ac- 
curate estimate of the maximum 
number of dogs in the United 
States is 12,000,000, or one for ev- 
ery 11 humans. (According to 
these figures, our immediate fam- 
ily should consist of 77 persons). 
Of this estimated canine popula- 
tion, approximately 3,000,000 are 
pedigreed and some 500,000 of this 
“uppercrust” are registered. 


And if you wonder where so 
many dogs hail from here’s part 
of the answer. In the fancy, there 
are approximately 120,000 females 
bred in a normal year which adds 
up to 180,000 litters—1 1-2 litters 
per year for each old mama dog. 
So, on the basis of five per litter, 
900,000 bouncing canine babies 
are produced each year. Unfor- 
tunately, however, only 70 per cent 
reach maturity. The average sale 
price for these pups that hurdle 
the pitfalls of life is $30 each or 


a total of $18,900,000 just for| 


puppies. 

’ And in reviewing canine activi-| 
ties for the year, it is interesting | 
to note that the American Kennel! | 
Club, which was founded in 1884, | 
registers approximately 70,000 
dogs, all breeds, per year. The 
Field Dog Stud Book registers 14,- 
000, mostly pointers and setters. 
And for those that like to read 
about their favorite breed, there 
are 23 publications in the United 
States and Canada devoted exclu- 
sively to man’s best friend, the 
dog. 

DOGGIE HILITES OF 1943 


The biggest dog food bill of al! 
time was that of $3,595,788 voted 
by congress to feed war dogs dur- 
ing the year beginning July 1, 
1943, 

The outstanding dog death of 
the year was that of the black 
cocker, Ch. My Own Brucie. His 
sire, Red Brucie, never able to 
win a point at a dog show, sired 
more than 122 champion sons and 
grandsons. 

The English setter, Ch. Maro of 
Maridor, for the fourth consecu- 
tive year led all dogs in the num- 
ber of best in show wins. 

A noted Boston terrier, Ch. Our 
Wee Dream, chewed an electric 
light bulb and death resulted. 

. Outstanding sale of the year was 

that of Ch. My Own Brucie at 
$7,500 to Mr. and Mrs. Peter Gar- 
vin. Brucie died six months later. 
Mr. Garvin, shot down in a raid 
over Hamburg, is now a German 
prisoner, 

Perhaps the most gratifying de- 
velopment of the year is the train-

Backstage

A poverty-stricken mother left her one-month-old baby in the 
nursery of a theater with this scribbled note pinned to its dress: 
“IT cannot afford to keep this child. Her name is Catherine. I 
have six others. I am leaving her in this theater because of what 
I have heard of the charity of show people and with a prayer that 
you will take care of her.” 

Thus was Variety born. Variety, an organization composed 
of show people whose sole purpose is giving aid to underprivi- 
leged children, answered that pogr mother’s prayer. 

Last week, some two hundred members of Variety—showmen 
from New York and five southern states—gathered here to form 
plans for the 1944 March of Dimes, a campaign conducted each 
year to combat infantile paralysis, a dreaded disease which in- 
variably preys upon little children. 

It was an inspiring demonstration of the bigness of a show- 
man’s heart. There was Oscar Doob, for instance. One of Loew’s 
top men, Doob dropped his work in New York and came here for 
the meeting. E. L. Alperson and Harry Brandt, both top show- 
men, left their businesses to meet with the southern film executives. 

Tommy Thompson, state chairman of the infantile paralysis fund 
drive, arranged an inspiring program for the visiting showmen. 
It didn’t include showing of films, or recreation of any sort. No, 
they didn’t come here to play. They were told by this one and that 
one how they could use their theaters to take up collections for 
the “March of Dimes” and they got a kick out of being told that 
the money would be used to help some kid back to health again. 

They were shown the methods of treating this disease by Dr. 


John L. Lavan, director of research for the national foundation. He 


likewise gave his time and energy to attend the meeting. 

They are the same men who use their theaters to sell war bonds, 
ask for blood donations, ask for donations to the Community Fund 
or Red Cross and they are the guys who, through some Variety 
Club or another, pour literally thousands of dollars each year into 
charity. | 

During 1943 theaters throughout the country collected approxi- 
mately half of the total figure in the “March of Dimes” campaign. 
That’s a demonstration of their pulling power. 

This year the drive will be from January 24 to 30.

Sound Men Say

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Jan. 8.— 
Sound men in Hollywood have 
their own ways of measuring 
screen kisses. The subject nearly 
always comes‘to their attention in 
spring and early summer when 
screen love, in common with most 
other kinds, has its best inning. 

To the sound men involved a 
kiss is mostly a matter of decibels. 
Decibels are the units of sound 
méasurement. The number “in- 
volved in a recorded screen: buss 
is an indication of just how noisily 
two people kiss. 

Experienced players, adept at 
screen love, are usually almost si- 
lent osculators. Newcomers to 
the screen make more noise at 
love and give the sound men more 
trouble. 

There are, at the moment, sev- 
eral younger players working in 
Warner Bros. pictures and play- 
ing at love in them.

Ida Lupino, who is a quiet kiss- 
er, according to the sound ex- 
perts, and Paul Henreid, whose 
screen ardor is also of the near- 
silent variety, are teamed in love 
sequences in the picture, “In Our 
Time.” The sound men, boom 
boy, mixer and recording room 
foreman don’t worry about their 
kisses.

He was one of the first to talk 
to the surviving quartermaster of 
the Athenia, the first big liner sunk 
in this war. He interviewed Secre- 
tary of War Stimson; the first U.S. 
Minister to Iceland, Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh; and scored a “‘beat’’ over all 
his competitors with a story on 
Elliott Roosevelt. The famous Five 
Senators also met the youthful in- 
terviewer when they stopped over in 
Iceland on their tour of the theaters 
of war. He thought they were very 
young, for he had expected the 
solons to be something on the model 
of the Roman Senators of antiquity. 


BIRTHRIGHT. Grondal comes by 
his talent naturally, for, as he says, 
“I am the fifth Benedikt Grondal 
in direct line, three of whom have 
been famous Icelandic authors.” 

His father is the headwaiter in 
Reykjavik’s largest hotel, the Borg, 
and has already had four. books 
published — a volume of poems and 
three novels. 

Right now, Grondal is an under- 
‘graduate at Harvard. Although he 
is the only Icelandic reporter to 
hold & scholarship there, over 200 
Icelandic boys and girls are in col- 
leges all over the U.S. Tradition-

ally they would have been sent to 
Scandinavia, but the war changed 
that. As Grondal puts it, “a new 
wonderland of education” has been 
opened to them. 

To keep busy outside of classes, 
Grondal is news commentator for 
the Icelandic State Radio. But he is 
still loyal to “The Althythublad- 
hidh,” and is its official U.S. corre- 
spondent. Undoubtedly he will soon 
have Boston newsboys shouting 
“Paper! Read all a-boui it! Get 
your Althythubladhidh here!”’

If you're saving like mad, instead of 


spending, you're being smart. Look at 


the record — and see where you stand 


by Sylvia Porter 


ou used to have to spend lavishly to 
keep up with the Joneses. Now you 
have to save lavishly. 

Ever since the war boom started, econ- 
omists and other experts have been sure 
that we were all going to spend our money 
like drunken sailors — spend ourselves 
right into a mess of trouble, with prices 
racing to disastrous heights to keep ahead 
of an endless stream of runaway dollars. 
And with money as easy as it is today, 
it really is an awful danger — or would 
be, if millions of people were not fooling 
the experts, and saving instead of spend- 


ing. 

The other day, the Citizens Union Bank 
of Louisville, Kentucky, made a survey to 
find out just what Louisville wage-earners 
were doing with their money. It wanted 
to find out, I suspect, just how crazily 
they were spending it. But worker after 
worker answered: “I’m saving to pay off 
my home.” Or: “I’m saving to buy a 
farm,”’ or, “‘to reduce my mortgage,”’ or, 


“to buy more insurance.” Adding up all. 


the answers, the bank discovered that 
more than three out of every four wage- 
earners in booming Louisville have already 
bought their own homes, or are saving to 
buy them. Concluded the bank: ‘‘There 
is an intense desire among workers for 
future security.”’ 


Tat is just one community, of course; 
but the national figures also show that 
we are not only making more money than 
we ever did before, but saving more. 
Last year we put aside 36 billichH dollars 
in cash, bank deposits and War Bonds 
— a total breaking all records. Since 1939, 
when England went to war, we’ve saved 
over 80 billion dollars. In the last prewar 
year we saved one-twelfth of our national 
income. This year we are saving one-fourth 
of it. And whether we’re earmarking those 
billions for new homes, or new cars, or 
refrigerators, or travel —or for rainy- 
day needs — the fact remains that huge 
savings exist and that they are a tremen- 
dous protection both for the present and 
for the future. 

The experts still find it hard to believe. 
And, of course, there are enough spend- 


thrifts and suckers to make some sensa- 
tional front-page stories. Maybe you read 
about the woman who went into a Cleve- 
land store just before Christmas and asked 
for “the most expensive dolls available” 
— and finally went away with $66 worth. 
Or of the rush for $150 purses in San 
Francisco, $125 gold pen-and-pencil sets 
in Chicago, $200 watches in Boston. You 
hear of flashy fools who wave $50 bills 
around as if they were German marks; 
and, to buy a ticket to a popular show in 
New York, you have to compete with 
people who will pay speculators almost 
any price. Amusement spots everywhere 
are jammed, and mink coats are common- 
place. 


Bu despite this surface evidence of 
extravagance, the smart money — and 
more of it is smart than ever before — 
is going into the rainy-day fund. The ex- 
perts were pessimistic because they re- 
membered the last war — the great silk- 
shirt era when it seemed as if people 
could not spend all their easy money fast 
enough. And they remembered the boom- 
ing days of the Twenties, when everybody 
seemed to think that Good Times would 
last forever. But a lot of the rest of us re- 
membered those days, too, and what 
happened afterward. And we're laying 
something aside — just in case. 

To check the statistics, lately I’ve been 
asking all sorts of people whom I met — 
bank clerks, sales girls, executives, factory 
workers: ““What would you do if you lost 
your job tomorrow? How many weeks — 
how many months — could you go with- 
out getting into debt?’’ 


I HAVEN’T compiled any statistics, but I 
can tell you that it really was good to get 
an indication of how many Americans can 
manage, at least for a while, if the job 
situation becomes tough again. 

Try the test on yourself. What would 
you do if you lost your job tomorrow? 
I’ll tell you what you would do if you are 
one of America’s smart majority. You’d 


dip into some very substantial savings,

These are the startling facts revealed in this study 


of "Key City,’ U.S.A.— which might be your own town

THis Week Staff Writer 
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it can — and does — represent every key 

city in the United States. Booming war 
plants have increased its population 40 per 
cent. I had come because THIS WEEK wanted 
me to find out what juvenile delinquency is 
like in a typical large boom city. The cab 
driver had picked me up that night at the 
hotel. I asked him to take me to a honky- 
tonk bright-light section — some place where 
the younger crowd hung around. “Oh, you 
want The Block,” he said. 

We drove to the fringe of the crowded busi- 
ness section, and I began walking. The Block 
has six bars, six night clubs, four shooting 
galleries and penny arcades, three burlesque 
houses and one movie theater. The arcades 
have racks loaded with sex magazines, “‘art- 
lovers’’’ magazines, trashy paper-covered 
books. One title: ‘‘From Dance Hall to White 
Slavery.” 

The marquee over the fanciest burlesque 
house said, ‘““MORE CURVES THAN THE BURMA 
ROAD.”’ A line of sailors, soldiers and leather- 
jacketed civilians stood in front of the box 
office. Their girls waited on one side. 

The thing that struck me first about the 
girls was their youth. The next thing was 
that they didn’t look the way I thought they 
would. They looked as if they should be go- 
ing to some high-school junior prom. 


Soldier’s Girl 


Tue street was jammed with people. There 
were lots of girls who looked just like the 
ones in front of the theater. Most of them 
were walking in pairs but there were a few 
unattached ones. They didn’t stay that way 
long. Boys — in uniform and out — would 
sidle up and soon they’d be walking together. 

I passed a saloon with a big, dirt-stained 
window and a large sign: “JACK’S PLACE — 
MUSIC — FUN — GIRLS, GIRLS AND MORE 
GIRLS.”’ I went in and the first thing I saw 
was another sign. This one read, “‘NO MINORS.” 
I sat down at the bar next to a girl who looked 
just old enough to read the sign. She was with 
a nice-looking soldier. 

The place was crowded. There were a lot 
of older couples. The women were tough. 
Over on the side where there were tables, 
a four-piece band was playing swing music 
very badly. The bartender was the cheeriest- 
looking person there. While I was drinking 
my beer, I looked at the soldier and girl beside 
me. The bartender caught my eye and 
winked. The girl was blond and pretty. Her 
clothes were nice and well-kept but she 
seemed unhappy. I heard snatches of their 
conversation. One sentence sounded as if 
it had come out of a fiction story: “‘Gosh, 
Jimmy, what am I going to do when you 
go back to camp?’’ 

Once it seemed that she might start to cry 
but she stopped herself, and a few minutes 
later Jimmy paid the check and they walked 
out. The bartender shook his head at me and 
leaned over confidentially: 

“That was Ruthie. I’ve heard her use that 
line plenty. Funny thing is she means it. 
She’s one of the kids we get in here kinda 
regularly. She even comes in to gct messages. 
The fellows drop around when they're in 
town and leave word for Ruthie that they're 
back. She’s a nice kid. Comes from a good 
family — but they sure ain't lookin’ after her. 

“T asked her one night how she got messin’ 
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I WAS in a place we'll call Key City because 


around this way. She says: “That soldier's 
going away to get shot at — maybe he'll be 
killed. Whatever he wants, he should have.’ 
That’s what she said and look what's happen- 
ing to her.”’ 

I went out on the street again. The arcades 
were packed. Some of the kids could have been 
no more than 13 or 14 and it was almost two 
in the morning. There were some a couple of 
years older, wearing greasy dungarees. They 
were playing the pin-ball machines and they 
must have just come off a swing shift. 


“Khaki-wacky’’ 


Tie next morning I stopped by to see Key 
City’s expert on delinquent girls. She said: 
“I’ve had enough Ruthies in here to break 
your heart. They’re girls in the most impres- 
sionable period of life. They need love and 
tenderness and affection. And if they can’t 
get it at home, they go out and find it. They 
make a uniform their ideal and you have 
khaki-wacky delinquents. 

*“*And then there are the poor kids who can’t 
find a satisfying way to use their abilities. 
Their parents don’t know how or haven’t 
tried’ to help. They don’t belong to clubs, 
don’t know how to use the city’s recreational 
facilities. So they go to The Block.”’ | 

That afternoon I saw Eddie. He’s in second- 
year high and he had a part-time job after 
school. He’s a bright 14-year-old and al- 
though he is — or was — Officially a juvenile 
delinquent, he didn’t look it. Just a pleasant 
kid with freckles, brown hair, wide-spaced 
blue eyes. At first he didn’t want to talk. 
Finally, I got him started and he told me 
what had happened to him when his mother 
went to work in the same war plant with his 
father. They worked the same shift, and were 
away from home from 2:30 p.m. to 12:30 a.m. 

“It used to be fun at first. I was boss of 
the house. I could do anything I wanted. 
When I got hungry, I just went into the pan- 
try and the icebox. But I got sick of being 
boss. It felt funny trying to study with all 
that quiet so I turned the radio up loud. A 
bunch of the kids came home from school 
with me one day and there wasn’t much to 
eat. So we went down to the store and I 
bought a loaf of bread and some cake. 
While the grocer was waiting on me the 
other guys sneaked some stuff from the 
shelves. 

“Soon we began grabbing stuff off of stands 
too. I was scared at first. The fellows were 
older than me and they knew what to do. 
Some of them had girl friends and they 
brought them around too. I was having a 
better time than since -my folks started 
working all the time. 

“‘When the cops caught me, was my father 
burned! But I was lonesome. I didn’t see 
my father and mother from one Sunday to 
the next. I didn’t eat with anybody. I wanted 
some friends.”’ 


Parents Who Don’t Care 


Later. I saw the woman official who saved 
Eddie from reform school by putting him in a 
home, away from his parents. She was mad. 
“Eddie’s one of those juvenile delinquency 
statistics you’ve been hearing about. He’s 
typical of what we’re up against all the time. 
Not poor kids from the wrong side of the 
tracks and broken homes, but kids of parents 
who don’t want to spend any of the big 
money they’re making, parents who can’t 
spare the time to find a community service to 
take care of kids like Eddie, parents who 
don’t care or realize what they’re doing.” 

Work permits issued by Key City to chil- 
dren from 14 to 16 jumped 900 per cent from 
1939 to 1942. So I spent most of the next 
day at the U.S. Employment Service, talking 
with the kids who go through their juvenile 
section. 


I sat back in a corner and watched the boys 
and girls come up and sit down by the desk 
when their names were called. It was rather 
depressing watching them after having read 
the questionnaires they’d filled out before- 
hand. Most of their backgrounds are similar: 
fifth or sixth-grade education, and they’d fill 
in the blank after the word “Dependents”’ 
with “2” or “3” or “5S” and say, “My father 
is dead and my mother 
is sick. I have two 
younger brothers.” 

They are the most 
serious-looking kids I 
have ever seen. They 
are doing adult jobs and 
their eyes and manner 
are adult. I started 
talking to one 17-year- 
old whowasn’t worried- 
looking like the others. 

He said he was go- 
ing to work for another 
year and then join the 
Navy. I asked him if 
he’d ever been down 
to The Block. He said, 
“‘Naw, I don’t like that 
kind of stuff. I go to 
work every day and 
the only time I go out 
is Saturday night and 
then we go to a pic- 
ture show or to some- 
body’s house.” I asked

boy, there’s nobody around to look out for 
him. Before the war we had a Juvenile Divi- 
sion which saw to it that these youngsters 
went into the right kind of jobs under the 
right conditions. But Congress thought that 
sort of thing was a frill, so it was killed. Right 
now we need that division more than we ever 
did. Most of these kids are swell. They have 
the stuff that’s going to keep this country 
going. But, Good Lord, 
you just can’t shove 
‘em some place and 
forget about ’em.”’ 

My next stop was 
Key City’s busiest po- 
lice station. A police- 
woman was waiting 
for me in a small office. 
The first thing she did 
was to pull open a 
drawer. She pointed 
and said: 

‘That is what I took 
away from. children 
last week.”’ There were 
three oversize, razor- 
sharp knives, a black- 
jack, a sharpened 
screw driver and a gun. 

Like everybody else 
I talked to, she disa- 
greed with the popular 
idea that you can 
blame the war for juve- 
nile delinquency. She 
said that nothing has 
happened that hasn’t 
been happening for years. The wartime kids 
have invented nothing. 

“‘There’s all this talk about causes, so may- 
be this will surprise you. We've made a survey 
— out of 452 cases, only three of the kids had 
fathers in the service; only 19 had mothers in 
war plants. And only a tiny percentage of the 
delinquents came from transient families. 
The majority were the kids of people who 
lived here long before the war.”’ 

I spent days going from one place to an- 
other, talking to kids and to every Key City 
official or citizen who might help. I didn’t 
find one juvenile delinquent a really bad kid. 
But I did find some of the answers I was look- 
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ing for. Delinquency has definite causes and 
definite cures. Here is a summary of what 
everyone I saw told me: 

The ethics of a nation have much to do with 
the ethics of its children. Children have more 
opportunities to go wrong now. They are 
living in exciting times — and the teen-agers 
are forgotten and neglected by almost every- 
body in the excitement. And, of course, it’s 
easy to be good when there’s no temptation 
to be bad. 

The war has been a factor but it’s not the 
whole cause by any means. Key City’s crime 
rate has gone down consistently since 1924. 
But during that entire time, the percent- 
age of serious crimes committed by juve- 
niles has gone up just as steadily. So 
we can’t just blame it on the war. 

We have just now reached the period in 
child care comparable to Pasteur’s period in 
the field of medicine. We have a natural 
tendency to seek a single-cause explanation. 
and a single-remedy cure. There is no such 
thing. All the experts know is that a so-called 
juvenile delinquent will adjust himself when 
they restore to his home and surroundings 
the security, understanding, stability, real 
guidance and affection that he has needed. 


Strengthen the Home 


To FIGHT delinquency, we must do every 
single thing we can to strengthen the home. 
We must so gear our educational system that 
it can genuinely supplement the parents’ 
training. The church and the community itself 
must be ready and able to help. We must 
have well-integrated recreational programs. 

Right now, we desperately need to find 
some way — something more than scrap and 
war drives — to fit our kids into the war 
effoért. England gave them more important 
jobs to do — and the minute it did, its juve- 
nile-delinquency wave was broken. 

That will help now. But don’t let anybody 
tell you that as soon as the war is over, our 
juvenile delinquency is going to vanish. 
Because it won’t. 

It won’t until we all realize that there are 
no real juvenile delinquents. But there are 
delinquent parents, delinquent schools and 
delinquent communities.
